LONDON, Feb. 27.—The Mac- 

Donald Government late today was 

victorious on the critical vote on 


its controversial coal bill, winning, | 
~ 280 to 271. 


The margin of nine votes, slim as 
it was, was one better than the 


vote the Government obtained on 
December 20 on the Dill’s second 
reading in the House of Commons. 

Although it had generally been 
expected the Government would 
hold its own, today’s vote was 
watched eagerly by the entire coun- 
try, and no more eagerly than in 
naval conference circles where a 
defeat of the Government might 
have caused even more complica- 
tions than the French political 
crisis. 

The question was on a Liberal 
opposition amendment to the ad- 
ministration bill. However,, sev- 
eral Liberals abstained from ballot- 
ing, giving the Government a ma- 
jor:ty. 

The issue between the Govern- 
ment and its critics was the scheme 
contained in the cecal mines bill for 
the compulsory regulation and 
Vimitation of output which is op- 
posed by both the Conservative and 
liberal parties except for a few 
dissidents in each camp. The La- 
borites regard this scheme as the 
heart of the measure which is de- 
signed to improve the condition of 
the coal industry. 


ITALIAN TROOPS GAIN CONTROL 
OF ENTIRE PLAIN OF TRIPOLI 


Occupation of Ghat Oasis Com- 
pletes Fight on Rebels Begun 
in September.

ROME, Feb. £7. — An official 
statement last night announced 
that Italian troops had occupied 
the Ghat oasis in the Sahara Des- 
ert, completing operations begun 


last September. Occupation of this 
oasis brings the Italian lines with- 
in the twenty-fifth parallel and 
gives the troops control of the en- 
tire plain of Tripoli. 

The statement said airplanes 
played an important part in the 
operations, their machine guns and 
bombs being most effective in dis- 
lodging rebellious tribesmen. The 
ground troops worked under trying 
conditions because of the heat but 
frequently made record marches 
under the urging of Gen. Graziani. 
The population of the region is be- 
ing disarmed.

Sister Tells How She Tried to 
Keep Brother Vincent From 
Getting $1,900,000 Share. 


Mrs. Glayds Colkét, daughter of

“The prosperity of the State of 
Washington,” said Jones, “depends 
largely upon the prosperity of the 
lumber industry. The lumber in- 
dustry in Washington is greatip 
depressed, as it has been largely 
throughout the @untry.” 

Fears “Russian Menace.” 

Jones said the United States 
should prerare for what he termed 
the “Russian menace.” “The Rus- 
sian Government,” he said, “is 
making pians for a tremendous ex- 
pansian of the lumber industry in 
the gext five years. It is taking 
away our world markets now.” 

Borah (Rep.). Idaho, said he 
would “like to get a picture of this 
‘Russian menace’ in facts and fig- 
ures.”” Jones replied: “While the 
amount of importation from Rus- 
sia is small, the figures show its 
rapid increase.” 

Steiwer (Rep.), Oregon, said 
Russian imports were “merely an 
earnest of what they might be.” 
Declaring he had seen no evidence 
of increased conservation as a fe- 
sult of placing lumber on the free 
list, Jones said that “a tariff wiil 
encourage re-forestation, and with- 
out a tariff there will be no fe- 
forestation.” . 

Some question arose as to wheth- 
er the shingles schedule should be 
eonsidered as part of the Jones 
amendment, or sepdfrately. The 
Senate has already voted to keep 
shingies on the free list, although 
the House approved a duty of 25 
per cent. Jones said he would not 
demand a separate vote on shingles. 

The most important amendment 
approved yesterday was one by 
Robinson (Rep.), Indiana, which 
would allow free entry to ali in- 
gredients used chiefly for or in the 
manufacture of fertilizers. The ef- 
fect of the amendment would be 
to make non-dutilable ammonium 
sulphate, the tariff on Which is 
now one-quarter of a cent a 
pound, if used chiefly for fer- 
tiliger, and any other items on the 
dutiable list at present which came 
in this category. Most’ of these 
articles are alréady on the free 
list. 

Walsh ‘(Denmi.), Massachusetts, 
was successful in an effort to re- 
store the present rate of $10 a 
dozen or fur felt hats valued at 
more than .$24 and not more than 
$48 a dozen which the bill had 
}raised to $12 and $13, according to

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SHOOTS EM EMPLOYER 


J. W. Bongard Seriously 
Wounds James Squire, 


Plastering Contractor, in 
the Latter’s Home. 


John W. Bongard, former St. 
Louis County roadhouse proprie- 
tor, at liberty on $5000 bond on a 
Manslaughter indictment, today 
shot and seriously wounded James 
Squires, a plastering contractor. 
in Squires’ office in the basement 
of his home at 4361 Loughborough 
avenue. 

Shot in the left cheek, the bullet 
emerging in the back of his neck. 
Squires is in a serious condition at 
City Hospital. 

Bongard, in a statement to Po- 
lice Captain Whiie of Mounted 
District, where he is held, said 
Squires drcw a knife after they had 
quarreled over a plastering job and 
he was forced to shoot to defend 
himself. He resides at the Squires 
home, he said, and has been em- 
ployed as a plasterer by Squires 
since last Sunday. 

Bongard is due to come up for 
trial in Circuit Judge Taylor's 
court Monday on a manslaughter 
charge in connection with the 
death of Crato Gentry, a former 
convict, who was fatally shot in an 
affray last November at 736A 
South Broadway, the home of Wil- 
liam Hennessy, who was wounded. 
in a statement to police, after his 
arrest, Bongard admitted shooting 
both men, pleading self-defense. 

Wounded Man's, Story. 

Squires at City Hospital said 
Bongard shot him because he re- 
fused Bongard'’s demand to be 
inade a partner in his business. 
Bongard, he explained, had lent 
him $500 which he gave to his 
wife to take a trip, and made this, 
and a subsequent $300 loan. the 
basis for the partnership demand. 

“Bongard awakened me about 6 
o'clock this morning,” Squires said. 
“saying that someone wanted to 


see me downstairs -in the office.

Demand for Note From Father. 


“Later the same evening I re-

Bongard was proprietor of 
Broadway Inn, a saloon at 9201 
South Broadway, in February, 
1925. when Probationary Patrol- 
man Rudolph Hartung was myste- 
riously shot to death in front of 
the place. Bongard was held by 
the Coroner's jury with five other 


'men and was later released. For a 


time he operated the Sharpshoot- 
ers’ Club, a county gambling re- 
sort. later became a hodcarrier and 
recently a plasterer. 

Police records also show that 
Bongard, on Oct. 31. 1926, took his 
first wife, Anna, to a hospital with 
her left jeg shattered by an auto- 
matic pistol bullet. Her leg was 
amputated. Bongard explained*to 
police that his pistol had been dis- 
charged accidentally while he was 
cleaning it, the slug striking bis 
wife.

DETROI7. Mich., Feb. 27.—Al- 
fonso E. Strica, 31-year-old attorney 
who defended James Fernando in 
the Jackie Thompson kidneping 
case and who appeared at police 
headquarters a few days ago as 
counsel for the estate of an Ital- 
ian cafe owner who was shot to 
death on Feb, 19, wes seriously 
wounded by gangsters last night. 

Forty shotgun plugs were fired 
into Sirica’s automobile and’ 12 
struck his face. His jaw was shat- 
tered and many slugs hit the right 
side of his body, but physicians said 
he probably would live. Sirica said 
he knew his assailants but refused 
to give their names. 

A few howns before the lawyer 
was attacked detectives had estab- 
lished that the slain cafe owner, 
Arthur Califano, was an associate 
of Roy Gennaro, whe was fatally 
shot last Monday night. They 
learned that Gennarec. of whom 
there was vo tocal record, often 
had been seen with Califano in his 
cafe. 

Before the attack on Slirica it 
had been thought by police and 
Federal authorities that the killing 
of Califano was connected with 
narcotic smuggling. He was lured 
to a room over a confectionery 
which had been watched by nar- 
cotic agents and was shot through 
a window. The Gennaro killing 
strengthened this theory. 

Today, however, detectives were 
giving ,more serious consideration 
to a rumor that Califano was 
killed bceause he refused to con- 
tribute to a fund being collected 
to finance arn appeal for Fernando, 
who is gerving a 30 to 60 year term 
for the kidnaping of the 5-year-old 
Thompson boy. Sirica had ob- 
tained from the State Supreme 
Court a writ which gave him the 
right to appeal the conviction. 

Sirica was’ driving at Canfield 
avenue and Orleans street when a 
small coupe drew alongside and six 
charges were fired from a pump 
gun. The attorney fell over the 
steering wheel and the ‘uncontrolled 
car sped on half a biock until 
stopped by collision with a parked 
machine. 

Two patroimen were near in a 
patrol car. They gave chase to the 
gangsters coupe, which quickly 
outdistafced them. Another pa- 
troiman tock up the chase in a 
commandeered automobile, but 
with no better success. 

The Thompson kidnaping case, in 
which Sirica’s client was convict- 
ed, was one of several in which 
ransom was paid in Detroit. The 
hoy was held for 20 days last 
summer and was released after his 
father, Henry 8. Thompson, had 
paid $17,000. Fernando, who had

GEORGE PUTNAM. 
BOOK PUBLISHER: 
DES OF NEM 


President of G. P. Putnam’s 
Sons Succumbs After IIl- 
ness of Two Weeks—Was 
85 Years Old. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 27.—George 


Haven Putnam, president of G. P. 


Putnam’s Sons, publishers, died to- 
day of pernicious anemia at his 
residence, 1 Sutton place. He was 
85 years old and had been ill for 
two weelfs. 


Credited With Sponsoring World 
Copyright System. 

Fighting the pirates of literature 
was George Haven Putnam’s great 
work. To him was largely due 
the credit for the international 
copyright system, recognized in 
United States law. 

Taught by his father the evils 
of the practices which ignored 
royalty rights of literary men out- 
side their. own countries, Mr. Put- 
nam tn 1886 revived the American 
Publishers’ Copyright League. As 
its secretary he worked for an in- 
ternational copyright law and when 
a law was enacted in 1891, was re- 
warded by France with the cross 
of the Legion of Honor. 

His father, George Palmer Put- 
nam, had been instrumental in ac- 
quainting England and the conti- 
nent with the little known litera- 
ture of the United States, a work 
carried on by his son. The latter 
saw that English literature was 
borrowed at random in America— 
an unfair practice in the opinion 
of the young’ publisher, and one 
requiring stringent regulation. 

Putnam, on a visit to St. Louis 
in 1924, declared the present day 
fiction to be “‘trash,’’ and said he 
“hadn’t the eyes to waste on it.” 
He saved his eyes for worth-while 
reading, he said, preferring works 
on biography, history and politics. 
“Present fiction, both American 
and English,” he declared, “is be- 
ing written by a young group of 
self-admirers. It fatigues me." 

Putnam was born in London, 
April 2, 1844, while his father was 
in London in the-interests of his 
firm. While abroad for treatment 
for his eyes he attended the Sor- 
bonne, Paris, and the University of 
Berlin, and enrolled later at Goet- 
tingen University, Prussia, to study 
forestry. The Civil War inter. 
rupted his schooling, and he re. 
turned to America to join the 
Union. forces. 

In 1869 he married Rebecca 
Shepard of Boston, who died in 
1895. His second wife was Emily 
James Smith, author and educator, 
and one-time dean of Barnard 
College, whom he married in 1899. 

He was president of G. P. Put. 
nam's Sons, book publishers, and 
was one of the founders of the 
Knickerbocker Press. 

Dabbling in politics, Mr. Putnam 
allied as an independent with the 
civil service reformers, flouted 
Tammany ahd the political bosses, 
and worked to obstruct the re- 
nomination of Gen. Grant for a 
third tefm as President in 1880. 

Among his friends whom he 
wrote about were Grover Cleve- 
land, Carl Schurz, Henry Villard, 
Andrew Carnegie, Joseph iH. 
Choate and Theodore Roosevelt. 
Roosevelt at one time became in- 
terested in publishing as a career 
and entered Putnam’s as an officer. 

Putnam was studying science at 
Goettingen University, Province of 
Hanover, Prussia, when the Civil 
War broke out. With a handful of 
other Americans he bore thé insults 
of fellow students directed at the 
divided states until they yresulted 
in a classroom brawl provoked by 
the impertinencies of some . Brit- 
ishers. 

He saw service with the 176th 
New York Volunteers. He was 
taken prisoner in the Battle « of 
Cedar Creek. 

Putnam after the war was a 
Democrat in sentiment, and an ar- 
dent free trade advocate. He 
worked with a group of Democrats 
to bring about the nomination of 
Woodrow Wilson in Baltimore.

In saying this I think I can state, 
witheut fear of successful contradiction, 
that I am in accord with about $5. per cent 
ef the population of Canada. 

The patromage system, as | understand 
it. and as | defend it, is the rewarding of 
party workers with potitical appointments 
by the Government of the day. I am not 
referring to highiy technical positions 
where experts are peeded, but simply to the 
plain, ordinary. garden variety of Govern- 
ment job of which there are thousands 
availa ble in this country every year. 

During my life I have seen a good deal 
of practical politics. Over 20 years’ experi- 
ence has convinced me that pelitical pat- 
ronage ts the foundation stone upon which 
strong governments are built and that 
without it our political organizations would 
collapse. Let me elucidate. 

Men are not elected to Parliament by the 
simple process of announcing that they are 
candidates. Hundreds of faithful and per- 
severing workers have to be enlisted in the 
cause, and hard and efficient work has to, 
be done. Now will anyone assume to tell 
me that the services of these voluntary 
workers could be secured if they did not, 
to quote the word of a famous statesman 
now dead, have a very keen sense of favors 
to come?

HOUSE COMMITTEE 0 K’S BILL 
TO PRESERVE THE OLYMPIA 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—The 
Cochran bill to preserve Admiral 
Dewey's flagship, the Olympia, as 
a memoriai to the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War veterans was approved 
yesterday by the House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee. The bill would 
authorize $25,000 to recondition 
the vessel and bring it to the na- 
tional capital. 

Representative Cochran (Dem.), 
Missouri, author of the bill, ob- 
tained what he termed a “stay of 
execution” last fall from the Navy 
Department order to junk the 
ship. He asked this that Congress 
might have a chance to provide 
for her preservation, he said. The 
Olympia is now laid up in the 
Philadelphia navy yard. 

Under the Missourian’s measure 
the Olympia would be mogred per- 
manentily at the capital and main- 
tained as a shrine to the memory 


of those who gave their lives in 
the war with Spain.

On May 15. 1928. Cover left his 
cage at the bank saying he was 
going “for a drink of water.” Bank 
examiners were on the premises 
at the time. Cover did not return 
and a shortage fixed at first at 
$4300 was disclosed. The charge 
of embezzlement, however. was 
based on a shortage of $2084.53. 

Cover was arrested in Los An- 
-geles. Cal. He denied at the time 
he had squandered the embezzied 
money at race tracks. He told 
Judge Nolte, in asking for parole, 
that he had put the money he 
stole into his mother’s restaurant 
business.
